$1,515,075 FOR LAND 

Official appraisal report pre- 
pared for the city by David In- 
gram Jr.-with the assistance of Al- 
bert Mattson, Henry Rankins and 
Jack Estes, indicated cost of ac- 
quiring property for the plan 
would run about $1,515,075. 

A chart drawn up by City Man- 
ag@ C. L. Longson expanded these 
facts to show that cost of the over- 
all proposal, including paving and 
similar work, would run to $1,779,- 
613. 

This would provide 1885 park- 
ing spaces in addition to the 
745 now available in the busi- 
ness district, according to Long- 
son, for a total of 2639. 

Original plan and estimates had 
indicated overall cost of $1,507,330 
to provide a total of 2829 parking 
spaces.

The League did seek to alter an- 
nexation laws to permit the mat- 
ter of annexation to be brought 
to a vote of the people in the area 
more readily, and to require that 
any uninhabited land adjacent to} 
city limits be automatically an- 
nexed upon its subdivision. 

The League has agreed row, 
however, to no new annexation 
legislation while an interim 
committee of the legislature 
studies the problem over the 
next two years. 

With regard to fringe areas pay- 
ing their own way until they an- 
nex or incorporate, the League ac- 


iquiesced to legislation drawn by 


the county supervisors’ associa- 
tion which is permissive rather 
than mandatory. 

This biil had little difficulty: 
clearing the legislature. 


We are willing to give the vol- 
untary method of reducing ur- 
ban unincorporated areas a two 
year trial. 

Meanwhile, at the very mini- 
mum precept that urban unin- 
corporated areas shall not get a 
free ride at the expense of city

The “forum” session opened! 
with remarks from McMicking re-| 
garding the need for an iron stand! 
against a ruling which “might split 
the town of Atherton.” 

The change of boundary, Mc- 
Micking said, was considered by 
the district because of overcrowd- 
ed conditions at Menlo-Atherton. 
However, the Civic Interest league 
president pointed out, only 14 pre- 
sent eighth grade pupils in Ather- 
ton would be affected by the move. 
ADDS VIEWS 

A woman in the audience sade 
that she had discovered some 
Woodside students would be al- 
lowed to enter Menlo-Atherton in 
fall, despite the fact that this 
would necessitate extra bus serv- 
ice.

Permanence Is an Important Consideration 
In Selection of Plants, Trees and Shrubs. 


By TERRY LEE 

After a weekend of digging 
planting beds, setting in seedlings 
and sowing seeds, the gardener 
may well wish for a cast iron back 
with a hinge in the middle. 

Lacking this, he had best set 

his mind on the problem of cre- 
ating some sort of permanence 
in the garden. 

This does not mean his garder 
must be cement and wood, or ouly 
trees and shrubs. Nothing can 


| match the summer show of bright 


annuals, but they cannot be used 


| for the main effect or structure of 


the garden. This depends first and 
foremost on trees, then shrubs, 
then perennials. 


Within these plant groups there 
are mere and less permanent spe- 
In general, the plants that 
grow the fastest are the most short 
lived. 

An oak tree may be three hun- 
dred years old, but a fruit-bearing 
tree dies when it is around thirty- 
five years.
